Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The March 29, 2010 BPAI decision affirmed all the Examiner's rejection for the claims as they 
existed on that date. Applicant's May 2, 201 1 amendment substantially consolidates the pending 
claims since Applicant's May 28 th 2010 37 CFR 1.114 request for continued examination. As a 
result, the Examiner's rejections are no longer deemed obvious over the existing grounds of 
rejection and art of record.
